H  e  Office  of  Records  of  the 
Tower  of-  London ,  is  a  Member 
orLimme  of  the  Office  of  the 
Rolls  of  Chancer te^nd  was  made 
and  ordayned  onely,  to  rccciue  all  the  old 
Records  from  the  Chaplc  of  the  Rolls  of 
Chan  eerie,  at  fuch  times  as  the  Matter  of  the 
Rolls  fhould  thinke  fit  to  disburden  the 
Chaple,and  fend  fuch  Rolls  as  whereof  there 
islcffevfe  (byreafbn  of  their  An tiquitic ) 
ouer  to  the  Office  of  the  Tower .

IN  all  cafes  where  the  Defuntt  hath  or 
had  Goods,  Chattels,  Credits,  or  other 
Perionali  Effate ,  to  the  value  of  Hue 
pounds,  or  vpwards,  at  the  time  of  his  De- 
ccafe,  out  of  the  DiocefTe  where  hee  liucd, 
and  was  refident,  or  died  j  the  Will  of  the 
Defun  ft  is  proued,  and  recorded  in  the  Pre~ 
rogatiue ,  for  the  whole  Eftate. -  *  - 

The  Records  of  the  Prerogatiite  are  as 
ancient,  as  vntill  Septimo  Ricbardi  jecundi , 
anno  Domini  1383*  And  it  hath  none  more 
ancient,  as  appcarcs  by  their  Kalcnders, 
(which  are  exceeding  Well  made  vp  5  and 
difpofed.)

Note,  that  by  reafon  of  the  familiaritic 
beeweene  the  Bifhops  Commifiarie ,  and 
the  Arch-Deacon  >  commonly  you  may 
finde  Witts,  not  being  of  Prerogatiuc  nature, 
fo  foonc  ( fomedmes)  with  the  one,  as  the 
other.

Onely  note,  That  fometimes  you  fhall

And  laftly,  fomc  IVills, which  cannot  bee 
found  either  with  Regifler  of  Court  CbrijEan, 
or  in  Chancer  ie,  may  (in  cafe, inter  alia,' where 
the  deceafcd  hath  deuifed  any  thing  to  any 
Societie,  or  Bodie  Politique)  bee  found  in-

And  thefc,  by  cu dome  and  continu- 
^nce^haue  attained  to  fuch  reputation,  that 
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hotwithftanding  the  Records  Ihould  bee 
loft,  yet  the  Remembrance  or  Prcftription 
of  them  holdcth  his  wonted  force  and  va~ 
liditie. 

And  (which  is  moft  ftrange  to  me)  that 
notwith  handing  there  bee  many  times, in 
many  cafes,  Records  to  cleare  the  Preftnp- 
tion  in  queftion  i  yet,  in  pleading,  they 
doe  often  vfe  no  other  arguments,  but  the 
memorie  of  Man,  which  may  erre.  And 
therefore  I  could  with,  that  the  feuerall 
Registers Sf  all  Diocejje ,  would  colled  all 
filch  Records  ;  that  thereof  there  might 
bee  a  perfed  Volume  digefted,  for  Sue? 
ceffion. 

But  alas,  if  moft  of  theft  Immunities , 
Priuiledges,  and  Rights,  were  graunted  at 
the  firft  ,  and  generally  afterwards  con¬ 
firmed  by  the  Popes  Vi  fit  ant  in  England : 

( as  I  partly  know ,  and  am  other  wile 
induced  to  belceuc  the  fame. )  Where  may 
I  then  fay,  theft  Records  are  to  be  found, 
fo  perfed  as  at  Rome  ?  Where  (  I  haue 
heard  credibly)  that  they  bee  vcrycarc- 

*  at  this  houre :  and  would

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(if  they  might  be  had)  cleare  many  tedious 
and  expenfiue  Suits  for  matter  of  Prejcriftion. 
And  if  they  whom  it  chiefely  concedes, 
would  be  at  the  charge  thereof  j  I  durft 
vndertake  (with  Gods  affiltancc)  to  bring 
them  all  exemplified  faithfully  into  England 
within  three  yeares. 

Thus  omitting  to  fpeake  of  any  Record 
concerning  Matters  of  Matrimonie, which  is 
Twynne  with^natter.of  Contrail  (  hauing 
no  other  natural  1  Mother  then  Court  Chri- 
fiian)  becaufe  it  is  cuery  mans  Learning,  I  : 
pafle  it  ouer,  with  all  other  their  Records, 
which  tend  not  to  the  enucleating  of  Ti¬ 
tle,  and  Eftatc.  And  if  any  one  anfwer,that 
the  Confirmation, or  Nullitie  of  Marriage, 
toucheth  many  an  ones  Free- hold  and  per- 
fonall  Eftate  very  neerely ,  and  therefore 
would  not  bee  fo  flightly  pretermitted  :  I 
reply, touching  Marriages  queftionablc  vp- 
on  Propin  quitie  of  Blood,  Prc- contract, 
want  of  Age  in  eythcr  panic,  indireft  ac- 
complifhment,  Difparitie,  want  of  Coa- 
fummation,  or  Difabilitie  of  the  Miniftct 
marrying  the  parties, with  the  likeprocee-

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dings,  tending  to  Separation,  or  Nullitic  j 
you  (hall  fearch  in  the  Proper  Dioceffe  ge¬ 
nerally  ;  and  fometimesjwith  the  Register 
of  the  High  Commijiion .
